The plea that peuple HE 
gambie; will — in lotteries, is 
weak. Cain killed Abel; murder bas 
beea familiar ever siuce; men will 
murder. With the same consistency, 
the argument might be mate that the 
State should license murderers, de- 
cause thereby it will afferd a revenue 
to the State. Noone would think of 
doing the latter. The difference ef the 
two sources of revenue, is only in 
degree. One takes the bread from the 
honest toiler and those God has in- 
trusted to bis keeping. The other 
takes the blood of his fellow men, 
Some advocates of lotteries suggest 
tunt it will afford a revenue to the 
sehool fund. Let that fund come from 
clean sources; let it be unmixed witb 
aoything that savors of immorality. 
Tie children of the State should be 
targhtto see that the fountain-head 
from which they take their intellec- 
teal draugkts pours forth a clear and 
pure siream. It is not wise to educate 
them to become familiar with cess- 
pools and to believe that the draughts 
from them are health-giviog.

ANOTHER CABINET RUMOR. 


Democratic Oaucus Abandoned 
for Fear of Creating Discord.

Terrible Calamity — Fifty Peopie 
Milled. 


Hartrorp, Conn., Feb. 18.— The 
boiler of the Park Central Hotel blew 
up at 5 o’clock this morning, wrecking 
the entire front of the structure, which 
was a five-story brick building. The 
entire fire department and police re- 
ver ves were summoned. The ruins 
took fire, and the work of the firemen 
was greatly imp ded by dense volumes 
of smoke and steam. The loss of life 
is estimated at from forty to seventy, 
but may be less. 

A FURTHER ACCOUNT. 

The main portion of the Park Cen- 
tral Hotel, facing on High and Allen 
streets, fell this morning at 5 o’clock, 
burying in the ruins at least fifty peo- 
ple. The accident is supposed to have 
resulted from an explosion of the boil- 
ers in the basement, from the havoc 
created in the adjoining buildings. 
Every window in the Earl House, 
across Allen street, was broken, and 
the walls smashed in many places. 
The noise of the fall aroused the whole 
vity, and in a few minutes a large 
crowd was on the scene. It was a 
sight of horror. The flames com- 
pletely enveloped the ruins, and the 
shrieks of the wounded and dy ing rere 
above the hoarse notes of the firemen 
and police. 

The following is a partial list of 
those believed to be in the ruins: L. 
H. Boronson and wife; M. Wallody, 
éditor of the German Herald; An- 
drew F. Whiting and wife; Dwight . 
Buell, the jeweler; Wellington Ket- 
chum, the proprietor of the hotel, and 
wife and son Eddie, and his brother 
George; Rev. Dr. Perrin and wife, 
Secretary of the Congregational Tract 
Society; W. Tillotson, a commercial 
traveler; Mr. Stiffies, a safe agent;
